stint afforded. 
It is with feelings of 


pride tin.' I make the assertion 
that 
Odd 
Fellows relieve their own 
dis- 


tressed; 
relieve, visit, watch 
and 
at- 
tend their own sick, no matter how 
long the sickness 
may continue; 
re- 


lieve theil*own widows and orphans? 
ay, and send their thousands ofdollars 
to tlie relief of Shreveport, 
Memphis 


and Chicago In their great calamities, 
all out of their hard 
earnings. 
No 
aid sought from the outside world, no 
throwing ourselves 
upon 
the charity 


of any corporation; but, 
as good citi- 


zens and 
Christians, 
knowing 
that 


God will help those who help them- 
selves, we lessen 
the taxes 
and bur- 


dens that, as a natural
